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JAMES CRAIG SUICIDES; 


WAS PIONEER CITIZEN 
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The Craig House, 110 Pryor Street, Where James: Craig Hanged 
Himself Yesterday. 


He Hanged Himself ftom a Rope: Which. Had Been 
Secured to the Top of a Door--His Mind 
Had Been Impaired for Some Time. 


James Craig, 76 years old, one of Atlan- 
ta’s pioneer citizens, hanged himself at 
his home, No. 119 South Pryor street, yes- 
terday some time between 9 o'clock in the 
morning and 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
He was found at the later hour suspend- 
ed by the neck from a small hemp rope 
to the top of a door opening from his 
room into another room in the house. 

Bergus Gaither,a negro, who cooked for 
Mr. Craig, was the first person to dis- 
cover the body. When Bergus went into 
the house at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
to prepare supper for the old gentleman, 
he went into. Mr. Craig's room to gee him 
about something and found him hanging 
by the door. He had apparently been 
dead for several hours. 

No one had seen Mr. Craig 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the ne- 
gro man had served him with breakfast. 
It is supposed that some time during the 
day, when no one was in the house save 
his son, Hugh Craig, who is very ill with 
consumption, he planned and executed the 
echeme which ended his life. 

When found there was tied around his 
neck a linen handkerchief and over this a 
small hemp rope. At the other end of the 
1 pe was tied securely a small wooden 
peg. This, it seems, was thrown over the 
door and the door was then closed, which 
prevented the rope from slipping. It ap- 
pears that the old gentleman then climb- 
ed in a chair, in which he had placed two 
books, and attaching the rope to his neck 
he threw himself out of the chair. 4.0 
one knows how long he had been hang- 
ing there before he was found by th8 
servant at 5 o'clock, but it seems that 
he had been dead for some time, as the 
body was cold when it was cut down by 
Dr. J. A. Harper, who represented Cor- 
oner Stamps. 

His son, Walter Craig, when seen yes- 
terday, stated that he did not know to 
what cause should be attributed the rash 
act of his father, unless it was that for 
some time his mind had been unsettled 
and he was at times very melancholy 
over financial affairs. 

Coroner Stamps was out of the city yes- 
terday afternoon, so an inquest over the 
body wii! be held this morning. 

A scrap of paper on which was scrawled 
“God biess my boy’’ was the only words 
of parting which he left. 

Sketch of James Craig. 

James Craig was one of Atlanta's old- 
est and best Known citizens. He came 
to Atlanta in the early fifties from Glas- 
gow, Scotland, and hax lived here up to 
the day of his tragic death. Hé@ was a 
patternmaker by trade, and for over for- 
ty-two years was employed at the West- 
ern and Atlantic shops, where he wis 
considered one of its most skillful em- 
ployees. He was a hard worker, a man 
of thrifty and economical] habits and was 
at one time considered quite well off. 

By dint of saving, he managed to buy 
a lot and build a house at the corner of 
Pryor and Trinity avenue. At that time 
Atlanta was a mere village, the Craig

residence antedating the war. As the 
town grew in size the Craig property in- 
creased in value and at one time it was 
worth .$16,000, that price having been of- 
fered for it. 

As the years rolled by misfortune of 
various kinds came. Bad luck seemed to 
stalk abroad on all sides. From time to 
time money was neested to help various 
members of the.family, and in order to 
get This money it was necessary to mort- 
Bage the house and lot. One mortgage 
after another followed in quick succes- 
sion, until there came a time when the 
place was worth no more. Ail during the 
period of misfortune James Craig contin- 
ued to work until.a time came when he 
could werk no longer. - 

Only a few months ago his wife died. 
Shortly after her death his mind gave 
way gradually and his eye-sight became 
greatly impaired. 

Old Home for Sale. 

Only a short time ago it was announced 
that the old Craig home, which has stood 
a familiar landmark in Atlanta for 
over a half century, would be gold by the 
public administrator to satisfy the mort- 
gages which had been placed on it. 

On .August 6, of this month, James 
Craig, feeble in mind and body, applied to 
the county commissioners for admission 
to the’ atms house. He remained there 
but a'day or so when his son, War, 
had him removed in order that he could 
care for him. During the past few weeks 
Walter Craig has visited him every night 
and done all he could to make him. com- 
fortable. He was with him Thursdty 
night, and says that his father seemed 
to be in good spirits. \ 

James Craig was a well read man, and 
spent a good deal of his time in writing. 
He had a rich store of reminiscences con- 
cernig the early history of Atlanta, and 
it had been his irtention to write them 
out. During his iast days his eye-sight 
was so bad that he could not see to 
waste. 
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Funeral Occurs Sunday. 

James Craig is survived by three sons— 
James, Hugh and Walter; a brother, Da- 
vid Craig, of Macon, and a sister, Nrs. 
Dick, of Natai, South Africa... The funer- 
al services will be conducted Sunday afrf- 
ternoon at 4 o'clock from the residence.

For the execution of this duty 
select none but absolutely reHable men, 
who will make no mistake, On a general 
mob, if resisted, use your bayonets and 
butts. vigorously, if at all possible, before 
resorting to volley firing.

Boston, August 29.—Judge Knowlton, of 
the supreme court, today issued a writ of 
habeas corpus in the case of Munroe 
Rogers, the colored man who is wanted in 
North Carolina for arson and for whose 
extradition Governor Crane has signed 
papers. The writ was made returnable 
forthwith and C. J. Morgan, counsel for 
Rogers,’ has notifieqd the authorities of the 
decision of the court under which Rogers 
is to appear. 

Rogers claims that he is unlawfully re- 
strained by R. W. Smith, keeper of the 
lock-up in Brockton, and N. E. Leach, 
city marshal of that place. His conten- 
tion is based on technicalities. 

At Brockton a new complication has 
arisen through service upon Rogers of a 
warrant sworn out by James Whit, his 
brother in flaw, who claims that Rogers 
is in debt to him and is about to leave 
the state. The warrant was served to- 
day. The amount of the debt is said to 
be $20. 

The papers place Rogers in custody of 
City Marshal Leach. Under the extradi.- 
tion proceedings the marshal had orders 
to deliver Rogers to Officer Crabtree, of 
North Carolina.

Forced Back by Bayonets. 

The word that more men than usual 
wer porting for work spread through 
the lower part of the valley like wild fire 


and in a short time the streets were al- 


most blocked with people. When the 
corner of Center and East Bert streets 
was reached the cars stopped to allow 
As the 
men stepped to the grounu the mob made“ 
a rush fer them. A half dozen soldiers 
sprang off the car and with levelled guns 
forced the strikers back and made a pas- 
Sage for'the non-union men. When the 
soldiers returned. after escorting their 
charges to a place of: safety the mob 
commenced to close in around the cars. 
The strikers were in an ugly mood and 
when ordered to disperse merely yelled 
louder and pressed closer. 

As Captain Helm, of company K, was 
about to jump from the car he was seized 
around the legs and thrown to the 
ground. A half dozen privates who fol- 
lowed him‘ were roughly handled. One 


‘of the men had a portion of his shirt torn 


off and, according to the enlisted men 
and the officers, a number of blows were 
struck. Major Gearhart, who was in 
command of the two companies, then or- 
dered his men to disembark. 

With clubbed guns and fixed bayonets 
the soldiers forced the crowd back. Many 
of the strikers stood their ground and 
would not move until the soldiers jabbed | 
them with their bayonets.

WITNESSES DECLARE 
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WHERE PIPE ENDS AT TRUNK SEWER. 
Witnesses Testify That Refuse Ran from Tank Through me 
Pipe to This Pipe, Which Empties Into Sewer. 
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Exhaustive Crematory Investigation Is On -Before 
the Health Board--Testimony for Defense 
Will Be Introduced This Afternoon. 


The exhaustive investigation which the 
board. of health has determined to make 
of the charges affecting the crematory 
was begun yesterday, and will be resumed 
this afternoon at 4 o'clock. Seven wit- 
nesses for the movants were examined, 
and the hearing lasted until 8 o'clock. At 
that hour Attorney T. W. Rucker an- 
nounced closed for his side, and Colonel! 
W. T. Moyers, representing the Lester 
Furnace Company, stated he had about 
twenty witnesses he desired to introduce, 
These will be heard today. 

The most important witness ,examined 
last evening was J. A. Forsyth, who was 
superintendent of the crematory from 1898 
up to June 28. He said the crematory 


would not cremate the refuse brought% 


to the plant, and that. the 88-inch pipe 
was laid from the tank to the sewer to 


) carry off. the night soll. He stated the 


pump, which was put in to force the re- 
fuse from the tank to the .crematory 
cells, would not work, and it was found 
necessary to get rid of the contents of 
the reservoir in some way. He said Mr. 
Lester told him he had put in the pipe 
to flush the tank, and would make that 
statement to the board if any question 
was raised. 

Mr. Forsyth, in answer to questions, 
stated he had prepared plans for a 
crematory of his own, and had been to 
Washington to secure patent rights.

He thought there was no 
question about his furnace being superior 
to that operated by the Lester company.

The letter states that those 
who are outside the classified service are 
chosen largely with reference to political 
consideration and as a rule are and expect 
to be changed with a change of parties, 
fut in the classified service the choice is 
made without regard to political] con- 
sideration. In consideration of this the 
communieation further says the man in 
the classified service, while retaining his 
right to vote'‘as-:he pleases and to express 
privately his opinion ‘on all political sub- 
jects, should not: take an-activé part in

He identified an affi- 
davit formerly introduced at a hearing, 
but said the new crematory was not 
built according to the plans referred to 
in the paper. He declared that the cre- 
matory was ‘‘quite a failure all around.” 
In answer to a question by Attorney 
Rucker tne witness stated the pump 
would not carry more tHan a couple of 
barrels of excrement up to the crema- 
tory cells. He said McWaters had made 
the pump and elevator work in a way. 

The next witness was R: W. McDade. 
He said he had worked at the crematory 
for ten or twelve days in Jifly as a night 
fireman. He stated he had seen the - 
inch pipe and had seen that it carried 
off refuse to the sewer. He did not see 
any night soil pumped while he was 
there, he said, but he did see some of the 
negroés at the pump. He testified to 
having seen an overflow of refuse on 
the ground. He did not see Mr. Lester 
at the plant at the time. McWarters, he 
said, was looking after the furnaces. The 
witness stated ne had seen the pipe 
clogged and saw it cleaned. One of the 
negroes, who he referred to as ‘‘Shorty,’’ 
he said, was praised by McWaters for the 
way he did the work of cleaning. There 
was an opening in the pipe, he stated, 
covered with iron sheéting and ' dirt, 
where, he declared, the work of taking 
out obstructions was accomplished.

+ Make.An Attack:on 
Nicaragua. 


LAND-AND NAVAL: FORCES. 
__. FAST:BEING.. MUSTERED 


Colombia Alleges That Nicaragua 
Has*Been Giving Aid to ~the 
- Rebels op the Isthmus. 
Nicaragua Must Explain 
or. Must Fight. 


Washington,. August: 29.—Colombia will 
formally demand of Nicaragua an ex- 
Planation in regard-te the latter coun- 
try’s alleged participation in the Colom- 
bian revolution.and baek up her demand 
with the most form:$able land and naval 
force she can -muster, as soon as the 
present rebel activity en the isthmus has 
been crushed. Information to this effect 
was received. from. an authoritative 
source in Washingten today. 

Causes Surprise. 

The above intelligence causes consider- 
able surprise~in diplomatic circles, ‘for 
but a few weeks ago it was announced 
by Mr. Concha, the Colombian minister, 
and Mr. Corea, the Nféaraguan minister, 
had established an entente ‘cordiale be- 
tween their respective governments; that 
bygones were to be regarded as bygones, 
and that the time was ripe for an un- 
derstanding. It-is now learned that the 
initial movement toward the establish- 
ment of an amicable understanding be- 
tween Nicaragua and Colomhia was made™ 
by Mr. Corea, who.also proposed to Mr. 


Concha an adjustment of the difficulties 


which have so<jlong been: pending -over 
Colombia’s claim to the ownership of a 
strip of what is claimed by Nicaragua to 
be part of her coast line. Minister Con- 
cha declined to accede to the latter 
proposition, declaring that a claim which 
Colombia had brought forward for so 
many years could not be adjusted, or, fh 
fact, brought to any material degrée ‘to- 


,ward adjustment, by the methods ''sug- 


gested by the Nica¥aguan minister. How- 
ever, Mr. Concha was‘entirely willing to 
join Mr. Corea in the establishment of 
an entente cordiale. 

Shortly after Minister Corea’s arrival 
in Nicaragua, where he went some weeks 
ago on a leave of absence, the Colombian. 
Officials here, it is stated, received ‘..for- 
mation to the effect that arms and -am- 
munition for the Colombian rebels an 
the isthmus were being shipped from Co- 
rinto. it, 

Colombia Out of Patience. 

The Colombian legation here has, been 
receiving reports of this character con- 
tinually, and in view. of the arrangement 
effected. with the Nicaraguan minister 
before. he left Washington, Senor Concha

He 
stated he saw Mr. Forsyth give McWa- 
ters money. He declared there were 
three holes in the eastern head of the 
tank One of these, he said, had a plug 
in it, which was removed once and the 
night soil was let out to run to the sewer. 
He said he had hélped to build the fur- 
nace, and testifiéd that considerable 
wood and coal was used at the plant.

Terms of the Agreement To 
Prevent Litigation Over 
the Fair. Estate. 


HEIRS OF MRS. FAIR - 
ARE PAID TO KEEP QUIET 


Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 


| Already Given to Mrs. Nelson, 


and the Remainder of the 
Sum Will Be Paid in 
a Month. 


San Francisco, August 29.—By the terms 
of the agreement made between the heirs 
of the late Mrs. C. L. Fair and Mrs. H. 
Oelrichs and Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., 
‘the former are given more than $1,000,000. 
Of this sum $300,000 in gold coin has been 
paid by Herman Oelrichs, on behalf of 
his wife and sister in law, to Mrs. Nelson.

Dr. Bizzell Declares, However, That 
He Did Not Mention Size 


of Pipe. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell asserts that he has 
never told anyone that he saw the pipe 
connecting the crematory tank with the 
sewer or that he said this pire was one 
inch in diameter. Stuart Maclean, the 
reporter for the afternoon paper, who 
-wrete the-interview with Dr. Bizzell. had 
an affidavit in that paper yesterday af- 
ternoon in which he stated he had not 
misquoted the health board member. Dan 
Gary, the city hall reporter for the same 
paper, also has an affidavit touching the 
matter. 

Dr. Bizzell, when seen last night, made 
the following statement: 

“IT have nothing much to say about the 
matter except to reiterate my former 
statement, that I have not at any time 
and in any place told anyone that I had 
seen the pipe referred to or that it was 
one inch in diameter. The gentleman 
who interviewed me last Sunday asked 
me about the size of the pipe and I told 
him I had not seen it. I did say, how- 
ever, that I supposed it was a one inch 
pipe.”’ 

The two affidavits which appeared in 
an afternoon paper yesterday touching 
the matter were as follows: 


Mr. Maclean’s Affidavit. 


In a conversation I had with Dr. B. W, 
Bizzell Sunday morning, August 24, I asked 
if he knew anything about the secret 
riping which it had been alleged connected The 
crematory and the branch sewer. He replied 
that there had at one time been a small 
pipe connecting the tank and the sewer, but 
that this pipe wae used only for flushing the 
tank. I asked him how large the pipe was, 
to which he’replied that it was a small pipe, 
about an inch pipe.

NOBLE BLOOD 


IN MURDERER: 


Bartholin, Wanted for Killing 
Mother and Sweetheart, 
of Danish Nobility, 


Chicago, August 29.--According to in- 
formation unearthed here, William 
Bartholin, wanted by the police in con- 
nection with the murder of his mother 
and the disappearance of his sweetheart, 
Minnie Mitchell, is a member of the 
noble house of Bartholin-Eichel, f Den- 
mark. It has also been discovered that 
he has a half brother—Frederick Bar- 
tholin—at present living in Chicago, pros- 
perous and highly respected. 

The house of Bartholin was founded in 
1680, when Dr. Bartholin-Eichel was made 
a baronet for ‘‘distinguished sefvices.”’ 
Since then the house has stood high in 
the counsels of the Danish courts. The 
line descends without a blot till half a 
century ago. Casper Bartholin was and 
is, at the age of @ years, the reigning 
baronet, presiding over the lands, éstates 
and castle of Astrup. His brother was 
William Peter Bartholin, who became the 
father of the Will Bartholin for whom 
the police of the country are on the look- 
out. 

William Peter Bartholin married the 
Countess Gottholcine Grevencopp-Cas- 
tenskjoll, of Great Federickslund’s castle. 
Two sons were born—George, now editor 
of The Nationalidende, the largest news- 
paper in Copenhagen, and _ Frederick, 
who lives in Chicago. 

A German servant girl was taken into 
the family, and, after a few years of 
married life, Bartholin eloped to America 
with the servant. The deserted wife, 
after a few years, secured a divorce and 
married Bishop Hans Tornoe, of Copen- 
hagen, one of the dignitaries of the 
Lutheran church. 

Meanwhile, all did not go well with 
the younger son. He served throughout 
the civil war, leaving the German serv- 
ing maid to her own devices. When the 
war was over, he returned to Chicago 
and married her, and in 1872 Will Bar- 
tholin, the present fugitive, was born. 
After various vicissitudes, the father 
died at the Soldiers’ home at Milwaukee,

Army of Defense Ready To Re- 
pel the Hostile Fleet 


It Is Expected That the Fleet of Ad- 
. nxiral Higginson Will Disappear 
from the Coast Some Time 
Today — MacArthur 
Inspects the Forts. , 


Newport, R. I., August 29.—The night 
before the battle finds the army of de- 
fense in the several ports along shore be- 
tween New Bedford and the east entrance 
to Long Islanq sound practically in readi- 
ness to repel the attack of the hostile fleet 
under the command of Admiral Higgin- 
son. 

The only thing that remains is the ad- 
ditional armament on both sides, the Mas- 
sachusetts heavy artillery for the shore 
and the Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
New York naval militia for the fleet. The 
organizations will arrive tomorrow fore- 
noon. The artillery will be at once dis- 
tributed among the posts at the entrance 
of Narragansett bay and also at New 
Bedford. As to the naval militia, the 
gunboat Mayflower and Scorpion’ will be 
here in readiness to receive the Massa- 
chusetts ang Connecticut troops,.the New 
York naval militia arriving on the Sup- 
ply. These three boats will immediately 
leave for sea and the militia will be de- 
ployed among the vessels of the fleet. it 
is expected that the fleet of Admiral Hig- 
ginson will disappear from the coast 
some time tomorrow night and will not be 
heard from again until the attack ‘s 
made. 

The -_principal event today in this vi- 
cinity was the arrival of Major General 
MacArthur, commander of the department 
of the east, on a tour of inspection. He 
was received at Fort Adams late in the 
afternoon and a long consultation was 
held this. evening at headquarters. After 
his inspection of the three forts defend- 
ing Narragansett hay, General MacArthur 
will leave for New Bedford, probably to- 
morrow afternoon. 

A large number of signal stations reach- 
ing from Fort Adams along the southern 
end of Rhode Island, which is practically 
the city of Newport, have been establish- 
ed by the army. 

These stations are all in telephonic com- 
munication with headquarters’ at Fort 
Adams. A wireless telegraph system has 
been established between Fort Adams and 
the main land ang also with the forts on 
Canonicut island and Dutch island. The 
main reliance of the army of defense in 
this vicinity is the search light station at 
Price’s Neck, very close to the life saving 
station. The mines in the entrance of 
Narragansett bay are practically in posi- 
tion. : 

The date for the commencement df hos- 
tilities is at midnight tonight, but the ac- 
tua] warfare wil! not begin until midnight 
Sunday. 


JUSSERAND FOR WASHINGTON. 


He Will Succeed M. Cambon as Rep- 
resentative of France. 

Paris, August 29.—A decree making a 
number of diplomatic appointments was 
signed by President Loubet today, but it 
will not be publisheg officially for a day 
or two. The new appointments include 
those of M. Jusserand, the retiring 
French minister at Copenhagen, as 
French ambassador to Washington; M. 
Cambon, whom Jusserand will replace in 
the United States, as French ambassador 
to Spain, and M. Bompard as French am- 
bassador to Russia in succession to the 
Marquis de Montebello. The significance 
of M. Bompard’s appointment lies in the 
fact that as he is chief of the consular 
commercial bureau of the foreign office, 
it may be taken to mean that the diplo- 
matic relations of France ang Russia are 
now so satisfactory that closer commer- 
cial relations are contemplated. M, Bb 
hourg is appointed French ambassador wo 
Germany in succession to the Marquis de 
Noalies. 

Madrid, August 29.—Spanish newspapers 
infer that the choice of Jules Cambon, tha 
retiring French ambassador to the Unite 4 
States, to fill the post of French ambtgs- 
sador to Spain indicates a desire on the 
part of France to enter an entente if nut 
an alliance with Spain. 

It is saiq that M. Cambon will be most 
welcome to the Snanish court and peoffie 
on account of the imperial services ne 
rendered in the Spanish-American peace 
negotiations. 


CUBA IS BEING RECOGNIZED. 


Greece, Austria and Brazil Have Ta- 
ken Official Action. 

Havana, August 29.—President Palma, 
at the cabinet meeting today read auto- 
graph letters from King George, of 
Greece, Empercr Francis Joseph, of Aus- 
tria, and Dr. Campos Salles, president of 
Brazil, recogrizing the republic of Cub. 

The secretary of state, Carlos Zaldo, 
announced at the same meeting that he 
had not heard from Spain with regard to 
the proposal of taking up the Spanish 
currency in circulation in Cuba, known 
as Isabella coins. Senor Zaldo said a 


| local Spanish bank had agreed to take up 


these coins at a discount of 3 per cent 
until September 25. Estimates place the 
valf of Isabella coins circulating in 
Cuba at over $2,000,000. 

The resignation of Senor Terry as 
secretery of agriculture has been accept- 
ed. Manuel L. Diaz, secretary of public 
works, has been authorized to act tem- 
porarily. 

The secretary of finance, Garcia Muntes, 
reported to the cabinet that the moneys 
collected during the month of August 
amountd to $1,013,317, which, added to the 
halance of $1,061,156 from the month of 
July, gives a total of $2,074,473. Tne 
amount expended during August $1,240,- 
446, and the present balance .is $834,027. 

The house has authorized President 
Palma to continue to make disburse- 
ments until the budget is ready. A bill 
has been introduced before the house to 
reduce the duty on refined oil to $2 per 
hundred kilos. ;

TAKEN. IN TOW 
FOR SWINDLING 


W. A. Crawford Arrested in 
Indiana on Complaint of 
Atlanta Firm. 


WISHART COMPANY MADE 
CHARGE OF SWINDLING 


It Is Alleged That Crawford Is 
Wanted in Atlanta and Colum- 
bus on Charges of Per- 
jury and for Other 
Offenses. 


Muncie, Ind., August 29.—(Special.)—W. 
A. Crawford, a well-dressed young man, 
purporting to represent the Interstate 
Press Publishing Company, of Chicago, 
was arrested here today on information 
furnished the police by the W. M. Wish- 
ert Company, of Atlanta, Ga., the south- 
ern agents of the Interstate Press. 

It was stated that he had operated his 
swindling scheme extensively through 
the south, and he was wanted on charges 
of perjury and other offenses at Atlantu 
and Columbus, Ga. He has worked Ncw 
Albany, Indianapolis, Anderson and Mun- 
cle, in Indiana, besides towns in Ohio 
and Kentucky. He offered to sell to 
prominent citizens at reduced rates 
eighty volumes of standard works on his- 
tory and literature, collecting $5. for 
transportation and then disappearing He 
always signed his name ‘“‘N. H. Layton.” 

When arrested Crawford at once had 
a tclegram addressed to. Mrs. R. H. 
Crawford, 220 Ccurtland avenue, Atlanta, 
Ga., stating: ‘“‘Come at once. You know 
why.”’ 

He said that his right name was W. A. 
Crawford, ani that his wife was in Ine 
dianapolis. Crawford has already fleeced 
several prominent citizens here, and he 
may be held for trial in Muncie. Super- 
intendent Robbins, of Anderson,  telc- 
graphed that charges would be filed 
against him there if the Atlanta authori- 
ties did not take the prisoner.

KILLED REBELS 
BY WHOLESALE 


Castro Defeats His Enemies in 
a Bloody Batile 


‘ 


Two Hundred of the Rebels Perish in 
an Attempt To Occupy the Town 
of Tagugy—Attack Also 
Made by Rebels on the 
Town of Campano. 


Willemstad, Curacao, August 29.—Ad- 
vices of an official nature which have 
reached here from Caracas, Venezuela, 
are to the effect that a severe fight oc- 
curred yesterday between government 
forces aml the advance guard of the 
revolutionary army, under General Matos. 
The revolutionists were commanded by 
General Zoila and General Vidal. 

They made an attempt to occupy the 
town of Taguay, but after a fight of 
five hours they abandoned the field to 
the government forces. ‘Two hundred of 
the revolutionists were killed or wound- 
ed. 

Kingston, Jamaica, August 29.—The G@r- 
man steamer Polaria, which arrived here 
today from Venezuelan ports, reports 
that Friday last. August 22, while at Ca- 
rupano, Venezuela, 700 rebels attacked 
that place stubbognly and got inside the 
town, where they were attacked by 1,000 
government troops, under General Velu- 
tini. Severe fighting, lasting the whole 
day followed and ended in the disorderly 
retreat of the rebels, several of the latter 
being killed or wounded, 

Bullet#*repeatedly struck the ship anid 
her crew being in danger, Captain Hoff- 
man, her commander, communicated with 
General Velutini, and asked tor protec- 
tion. The general replied that the Po- 
laria must clear out, as she had no 
right to be there. Her captain refused 
to leave the port and telegraphed to the 
German cruiser Gazelle, ‘Captain Grafor- 
cola, at LaGuayra, asking for immediate 
protection. The Gazelle arrived at Ca- 
rupano Sunday morning and protected 
the Polaria while the latter proceeded to 
take in cargo. ‘'his work was completed 
on Monday night and the Nolaria sailed 
under the protection of the cruiser, which 
also left Carupano. 

When the Polaria left Carupano the 
Venezuelan government officials there 
were in fear of another and more serious 
attack on the place. Trade was seriously 
crippled and atrocities are reported. 

A dispatch to the Associated Press, 
from Willemstadt, Island of Curacao, 
Monday, August 25, announced fhat de- 
tails had been received there of the re- 
occupation of the port of Carupano, Ven- 
ezuela, by the Venezuelan government 
forces. It will, therefore, appear that 
fighting followed an attempt on the part 
of the insurgents to r@capture Caru- 
pano. 


CUBAN GROWERS LOSE FRIEND — 


BY TERRY LEAVING CABINET 


Havana, August 20.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The resignation of Senor 
Terry, secretary of agriculture, natural- 
ly is causing much excitement and not a 
little gloom among the people in Ha- 
vana. It is a serious blow to the repub- 
lic. Not only will\it be difficult to replace 
him, but his withdrawal from the cabinet 
and betaking himself to Paris for a pro- 
longed stay is an unflattering comment 
upon the new government. It has been 
understood for some time that Mr. Terry 
was dissatisfied, that only from the ur- 
gent request of the president has he con- 
tinued thus far in his post and that six 
weeks ago his resignation was prepared. 

Six weeks or more ago Mr. Terry pre- 
sented his project for borrowing $4,000,- 
000 to lend to cane growers in the island, 
and he said then that if his project fail- 
ed he would resign immediately. Con- 
gress has lost time, according to the 
opinion of the honorable secretary, in 
temporizing in the beginning, contending 
as to the practicability of the loan, dis- 
agreeing as to the beneficiaries, declar- 
ing that the amount must be mage to 
apply to agriculturists of every kind and 
degree, finally putting a quietus forever 
upon the enterprise by tacking on the 
immense figure Of $31,000,000. WhHile the 
bankers of the island had refused to 
entertain the idea of handling the loan 
Mr. Terry was assured that he could 
secure the money in Paris or the United 
States without difficulty, but congress 
has haggled so over the terms and failed 
so entirely to give any real aid to the 
work of the secretary and the president 
has been so powerless to interfere, that 
Mr. Terry has decided to retire to pri- 
yate life at once, and to no more yenture 
yon the troubled sea of pelitics, though it 
is rumored that he has been selected as 
minister to Paris. Doubtless he could 
fill such a post as this with satisfaction 
to himself ar.d with credit to his govern- 
ment. He is many times a millionaire, 
perfectly familiar’ with the French 
tongue, has traveled much, is highly 
cultivated and has social and family 
connections among distinguished people 
ef the French capital. His acceptance is 
another matter. If, as he has intimated, 
he sees no prcespect of future success for 
the Cuban republic he would hardly wish 
to enter 5, an office which might fail 
to have a reason for existence in a few 
years or, perhaps, nths, 

Will Lea¥® Cuba. 

He replied last night to a remark ad- 
vanced to the effect that it was doubtful 
if the president would accept his resigna- 
tion: ‘‘He will have to accept it. I must 
go away and I will go. There is no hu- 
man power that can detain me.” He 
added that the loan being delayed or 
blocked, with only about $90,000 annually 
for the expenses of his department, he 
could not see that any benefit resuited 
from his remaining. 

The morning papers state that Carlos 
Zaldo, secretary of state and justice, has 
cabled his resignaion. He was called to 
the United States a few days ago by the 
illness of his wife. Before his departure 
ic was hinted that his resignation was 
written out, and hence the rumor referred 
to is believed. Mr. Zaldo has not been a 
popular official, hence he has been much 
criticised. Yet even to his enemies his 
resignation will come with regret by rea- 
son of the undoubted significance attach- 
ed to it abroad, especially coming in 
connection with the withdrawal] of anoth- 
er cabinet officer. It does not speak well 
for the future of the Cuban government 
to see two prominent members of the 
cabinet, men of the highest standing in 
their separate spheres, lay down their 
offices within three months from the és- 


y 


of these men accepted office for profit, 
neither wished it. Both of them accept- 
ed from the purest patriotic motives. Mr. 
Zaldo, while not a millionaire like Mr. 
Terry, has an ample fortune and is 
a member of one of the most prominent 
legal firms in the island. His law prac- 
tice is very heavy and very profitable, 
so that he sacrificed private interests to 
Serve the government. 

Both men knew the difficulties attached 
to their work, yet were willing to do 
their part in aiding the young nation 
to struggle for existence and prosperity. 
Yet both almost at the beginning of the 
fight lay down their arms and retire. At 
a time, too, when never in the whole 
history of the island have they been 
needed so much as now—Terry on ac- 
count of his vast wealth and influence, 
his experience in agriculture, his intel- 
lect and energy; Zaldo, from his great 
attainments and standing in his profes- 
sion, his Nberal education, his experience 
of men and things, his family connections 
and record in the past. Yet they give a 
Stunning blow to the government they 
were sworn to support, whose inaugura- | 
tion they assisted in less than three 
months ago, when amid the roar of can- 


non, the chiming of bells, the rolling | 


drums and blaring trumpets, the accom- 
paniment of 7 voices raised in 
shouts of tr oh, thanksgiving and 
prayer, laug -r and tears, the flag went 
up, and they swore to sustain it. It is 
Strange and yét men ‘ike these are not 
apt to act without s*.ong motives. 

At any rate they put a powerful weap- 
on in the hands of their opponents. The 
Spaniards are gratified and unthinking 
Americans amused. The two strongest 
men in the cabinet have gone out, and 
the only two who sacrificed their interests 
to enter it. Tamayo, secretary of gov- 
ernment, is not a particularly able man. 
in short, he is often accused of dullness. 
He was a practicing physician until the 
breaking out of the war and, in fact, 
during jt. He has mo means, hence the 
salary is of moment to him. Also he is 
own cousin to the president. Yero, sec- 
retary of public instruction, is dependent 
upon his salary, likewise Diaz. secretary 
of public works; while Montes-Garcia. 
secretary of finance, has only a moderate 
fortune, and the $6,000 a year is very 
welcome. It goes without saying that 
none of these four would resign willingly, 
but it is equally evident that all four 
might have gone out and paused less 
comment than even one of the two 
others. 

A Friend of the President. 

Another point is that men of the char- 
acter of Terry and Zaldo are not apt 
to give up a struggle while they see a 
fighting chance. Neither does it seem 
that there is friction between them an4 
the president; in fact, Terry is an inti- 
mate and lifelong friend of Estrada 
Palma. 

Terry’s resignation is a hard blow to 
the agriculturists, who looked to him te 
tide them over the next few months. 
They are surely in a deplorable plight. 
and they are not people to take the right 
means to help themselves. The large 
planters here have been a pleasure-loving 
and a luxurious class. As a rule they 
did not live on their estates. Paris was 
the goal of their ambition. To get hold 
of enough money to live in the French 
capital most of the year and travel the 
balance was their aim in life. The estates 
were left in the charge of superintend- 
ents, ‘“‘administradores’’ ag they call them 
here, and the latter managéd to suit 
themselves. If they were honest, so 
much the better, but honesty was not 
the rule, The administrador was pretty 
apt to fill his pockets while watching 
over the interests of hia employer. Hence. 
when money grew scarce from. short 
crops, political disturbances or what not, 
accord: to the administrador, some part 
of ‘the property was mortgaged; the pro- 
prietor continuing his same course with-

Still Boys in Blue. 

Chicago Inter-Ocean: The adoption of 
an inconspicuous olive drab as the color 
of the fiela uniform of the United States 
army if the result of experience in war. 
The improvemert in firearms has been 
such that a man in blue is too easy a 
mark for the enemy. It is well to make 
a change which will promote efficiency 
and save lives. Nevertheless, to tHe 
American people their soldiers will still 


be ‘‘the boys in blue.” : 

Historic sentiment and usage have ret 
respected by the retention of the blue 
uniform tor’ dress occasions. As for the 
new service uniform, the change in actual 
practice is not so great as might appear. 
The American soldier’s practical genius 
has ever been prompt to modify dress 
that in no way aided him to hurt his ene- 
my and might aid his enemy to hurt him. 

In the war for independence unifortns 
were various. For well Known reasons 
the men were often glad to wear any- 
thing they could get. he most approved 
dress, however, was the blue coat and 
buff breeches of the continental line. In 
17% the infantry wore dark blue coats. 
In 1810 the rank and file in all branches 
of service were put into blue coatees or 
jackets. In 1821 the army regulations 
made blue the army color, and later reg- 
ulations prescribed light blue trousers ior 
the rank and fille. 

In the period between the Mexican ard 
the civil war there was a tendency in ite 
dependent compantes toward gray. This 
was in imitation, perhaps, of the gray 
uniform still worn by the West Point ca- 
dets. There is a widespread bellef thit 
General Scott favored a gray uniforn., 
and for a few months fn 1814 his army on 
the Niagara frontier wore gray. At the 
opening of the civil war many of the ex- 
isting militia organizations, both north 
and south, had gray uniforms. The con- 
federates stuck to gray, or rather, butter- 
nut, which was actually the first ‘‘kha- 
ki’’ uniform generally worn. The fed- 
eral troops, of course, because that was 
the regular army color, and because at 
that. time it was the best service uniform 
in use, wore blue. 

The exigencies of active service during 
the civil war and the practical genius of 
the American soldier, already noted, tend- 
ed to tone down the brightness of the 
blue. This tendency became still more 
marked in the succeeding Indian cam- 
paigns. When the Spanish war began the 
field dress of the regular army, no mat- 
ter what the regulations said, was in fact 
woolen shirt, trousers, brown slouch nat, 
shoes, cartridge belt and gun. And the 
soldier who kept his cartridge belt filled 
and his rifle in first-class condition was 
not pestered on active service with qyes- 
tions about the color of his clothes. 

The Américan soldier's laudable habit 
of thinking for himself. wherein he excels 
all other soldiers, as well as the wisdom 
of military experts, has ied to the formal 
adoption of the earth-colored service un!- 
form and the formal reservation of she 
blue uniform for dress occasions and pa- 
rade purposes. The practical change. jn 
fact, preceded the change in law. And so 
the historic blue uniform disappears from 
the battlefield as a visible fact, and yet 
remains in the larger field of pubiic 
one and mig a 

n blue uniform the American sgoldic 
has fought since there was a. United 
States. In blue he fought and won the 
greatest war in history. Blue he will 
still wear with pride, though not for his 
working clothes. For that reason no ma:- 
ter what the regulations say to all the 
world in song and story so long as the 
republic endures, American soldiers will 
still be the “‘boys in blue.”’ :

Election of Successor Is Contested in 
Knoxville, 


WILL PREVENT JOINT DEBATE 


It Is Claimed That He Is Entitled to 
Place Until Another Is Elected. 
May Figure in Guberna- 
torial Campaign-—Other 
East Tannéssee News. 
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Knoxville, Tenn., August 29.—(Spectal.) 
It may be that Judge H. T. Campbell 
will continue to hold court in the first 
judicial circuit until the. Tyler-Harmon 
contest for the office is settled. Judge 
Campbell's term expires next Monday, 
but by reeson of the contest it is claimed 
by some that he must retain his seat 
on the bench until the courts decide 
whether Tyler or Harmon is his rightful 
successor. Others contend that the gov- 
ernor has the right to appoint a special 
judge to sit while the contest is on. It 
is understood that Gongressman Brown- 
low prefers that Judge Campbell, who ts 
a republican of the Brownlow stripe, re- 
main on. the bench until the contest is 
settled, rather than have a democrat on 
the bench, as the governor would surely 
appoint. a democrat. It has even gone 
so far that democrats generally believe 
Governor McMillin will appoint Hon. A. 
S. Deaderick, of Jonesboro. The legal 
question as to whether Judge Campbell 
shall ‘“‘hold over’’ may be raised. In the 
event it is pressed, it may interfere with 
the plan to have a joint debate of: Judge 
Campbell and Hon. J. B. Frazier in the 
gubernatorial contest. The republicans 
have delayed deciding whether’ there 
shall be a joint debate pending advices 
from Judge Campbell. He may be 
awaiting Brownlow’'s decision as to what 
steps shall be taken in the judgeship 
matter. So it seems that the first judi- 
cla] contest will likély cut an important 
figure in the gubernatorial campaign in 
Tennessee this fall. 

Judge John H. Regan Iil. 

Information received here from Pales- 
tine, Tex., is that Judge John H. Reagan 
is a very sick man, having suffered 
from a severe chill and having a high 
fever. Judge Reagan, at present one of 
the Texas railroad commissioners, is the 
only surviving member of the confederate 
cabinet, in which he was postmaster gen- 
eral. He was born in Sevier county, Ten- 
nessee, near here, and his early home 
was near Sevierville, where his mother 
and other relatives are buried. He vis- 
ited this section and his old home a little 
more than a year ago. 

Supply of School Books. 

The state school book depository in 
this city, to supply text-books to the 
public schools in east Tennessee, reports 
that $25,000 worth of books have been 
required to fill the demands of pupils in 
this section of the state for the schools 
beginning this summer and the coming 
fall. About half the schools in east Ten- 
nessee have begun during the past 
month, and the remaining half will be 
in session by October t. The local de- 
pository covers twenty-nine counties, in 
whith 2,000 school teachers are employed. 
Educational interests are steadily grow- 
ing in this *section of the state, and par- 
ticularly in the rural communities, where 
more and better go are being estab- 
lished as fast as ssible.

There were two other 
candidates, but Green defeated them all 
on the first primary. 

When Green was first put in charge of 
the legal machinery several years ago at- 
tempts were made to assassinate him, as 
the wild element was not inclined to be 
Gisturbed. Several of his constables 
were killed, others were wornded for 
life; but a charm saved Green’s life, and 
he used an iron rod on the community. 
He made nearly one thousand negroes 
marry, drove others to the swamps, and 
changed the place to a quiet resort. 
Green says the negroes are getting wild 
again, and he is willing to go there and 
tame tl-em. 

“Citizen” Josh Ashley Defeated. 

“Citizen” Josh Ashley, of Anderson 
county, who stepped out of the _ state 
legislature to make the race for senator 
from his county, nas been completely 
snowed under, and this unique character 
in South Carolina politics will be retired 
to private life. 

Ashley got into the legislature in Sen- 
ator Tillman’s early days, and his candi- 
dacy was at first looked upon as a joke. 
He made a phenomena! run, however, and 
was elected easily. Since that time he 
has been reelected. This year he decided 
to seek higher honors, with a view, it is 
said, of running for congress in 1904. He 
also had his eyes on the governor's chair, 
but his aspirations are knocked in the 
head. Ashley was defeated by John K. 
Hood, one of the leading lawyers of An- 
derson, and a former mayor of that 
city. 

Race for State Senate. 

Friends and supporters of George F. 
Von Kolnitz, or., and John P. Grace, 
who will make the second race for the 
state senate in Charleston,.have already 
organized for another hot fight at the 
polls. In the two weeks_ before 
the second primary there will be ample 
time for work, and the race will be one 
of the interesting struggles of the second 
primary.

ONE WHALE WORTH A FORTUNE 


It Carried. a Chunk of Ambergris 
That Sold for About z100,000. 
Pacific Commercial Advertiser: More 
than $100,090 is what Captain James 
Earle, a New Bedford whaler now visit- 
ing in Honolulu, realized in 1883 from 
one sperm whale. In fect, the whale 
was one of the most valuable ever caught 
in any ocean. It was*not the ninety bar- 
rels of oil which gave the leviathan its 
extraordinary value. for that was sold 
for something like $4,000, but within the 
whale’s vast interior there was found a 
solid niece of ambergris weighing 780 
pounds. This was the largest single piece 
of amberrris ever found. aceording to 
the records, and that it came from one 
lone whale made the rich discovery the 
more interesting to the scientific world. 
This 780-pound piece of ambergris was 
s0ld in chunks in all markets of the world 
for about $100,000, and it laid the foun- 
dation of wealth for almost every man 
interested in the whaling expedition, 
which originated*in New Zealand. 
Captain Earle came here in 1867 on the 
whaling ship Europa as a cabin boy, jis 
father then being the first mate. He later 
went to New Zealand to join the whaler 
Splendid, which he fitted out, obtaining 
thereby a bounty of $10,000 offered by 
the New Zealand government for the 
first whaler fitted for service. He went 
as second mate and rose by promotion 


until he became master and part own- 
er. It was in Octoncr, 1%2, that the 
Splendid while cruising about the Chat- 
ham islands east of New Zealand came 
upon the sperm whale which was the 
biggest bonanza of the sea on record. 
Ninety barrels of oil were taken from it 
and while delving into the carcass the 
huge plece of ambergris was found. 

Ambergris is a concretion formed only 
in the intestines of the sperm whale and 
is sometimes found floating on the surface 
of the sea like pumice stone, near where 
this animal cruises. In it are often 
foind imbedded the horny beaks of the 
squids on which the whale feeds. It was 
formerly used in medicine, but is now 
dissolve@ in alcohol and used as a base 
In perfumes, rendering them more last: 
ing. It affords about 85 per cent of a 
peculiar fatty and crystalline substances 
called ambrein. : 

The voyage of the Splendid tn that 
season was a fortunate one in every re- 
spect, for she came into Littleton port. 
New Zealand, with the big piece of am- 
bergris worth its weight in gold and 
1,100 barrels of sperm oil. 
“When we arrived in pcert.’’ said Cap- 
tain Earle yesterday, ‘I telegraphed to 
the agent of the Otago Whaling Compa- 
ny to come up. He came, the ambergris 
was taken ashore, loaded into a car, 
which was locked and the kev stowcd 
away in the agent’s pocket. and he stood 
guard there, too, until the stuff was 
safely placed. The first year that I had 
brought any ambergris into port we got 
$125 a pound for twenty-one pounds, but 
when this big piece came in the news so 
astonished everybody that cablegrams 
were sent all over the world and the 
result was that the price dropped. Some 
went to London, but as for mv own share 
I took it in bulk and carried it home 
with me. I wasn't in a hurry to sell it, 
but thought by waiting the market for 
it would rise. I got $18 an ounce for 
the ecray and $8 for the black. while in 
London it had only brought $12 and $4. 
The last of my share was sold in 1891. 
I remained with this company until 15855, 
when I went home. T have takey more 
than a thousand sperm whales since 
then and have never found in any of 
them a piece of ambereris.” 


Electric Theory of Volcanoes. 

Iondon Globe. M. Taquin, in The Re- 
vue Scientifique, sets aside as inade- 
quate the existing theories of volcanic 
action: (1) That molten lava rises in the 
vent under an unusual pressure below, 
like mercury in the tube of a barometer, 
and (2) that water finding its way to the 
underground molten lava generates 
steam, etc. He escribes the heat, molten 
rocks, and eruptions of volcanoes to a 
local intensity of the ‘‘earth currents” of 
electricity, which are known to exist. A 
volcano is a sort of electrical furnace or 
crucible, where heat is generated by the 
current, rocks fused -or volatilized, and 
water decomposed into its constituent 
gases, oxygen and hydrogen, which are 
explosive. He goes so far as to call voi- 
canoes ‘“‘electric terminals at which some 
day man wilt draw the energy he re- 
quires to work his machines.’ It is a 
pretty theory and a bright prospect, but 
we are not so hopeful as M. Taquin. We 
do not quite see how “earth currents” 
can become so powerful as to melt the 
solid ground, etc., or how their intense 
action ghould be concentrated in cer- 
tain spets; but his remarks may lead to 
a better inquiry into the part played by 
electricity in volcanic eruptions.

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Educational Necessities. 

One of the greatest self-acknowledg- 
ed needs of tue south today in matters 
educational is the trained teacher— 
not necessarily the specialist in the 
higher departments of learning, but 
one fully equal to rudimentary require- 
ments. The little district schools of 
the south are the Macedonia that is 
crying for help in this vital desidera- 
tum. 

As pointed out by The Constitution 
recently, in Georgia the greatest need 
is the proper equipment of a strong 
summer school under state auspices. 
Give us this, and there will be infi- 
nitely less ground of complaint as 
to the inefficiency of the country scool 
ma’am. Our common schools cannot 
be conducted upon lines that insure 
the best results until the teachers have 
an opportunity to specially fit them- 
selves for their responsible life work. 

In this connectioa we are pleased 
to reproduce from The New York 


Times .an extract. from an able article. 


on this subject by Edward Cary, who 
has given southern educational needs 
much thought and effort: 

The pressing need of the south is for 
public education, and the form of public 
education for which the need is most 
pressing is that of the commor school 
in the country districts. It is not worth 
while to dwell much on this proposition. 
The great body of intelligent men at all 
interested in the subject in the south 
are profoundly impressed with it. Fig- 
ures might be given in detail to show 
specific instances of need, but they are 
not required. The mass of ignorance 
actually existing in different degrees in 
different states is undeniable, and is un- 
denied. But in déaling with it two facts 
must be taken into account. One is the 
extreme difficulty in founding country 
schools in sections that are poor and 
ignorant and the other is the striking 
trained teachers. 
With both of these facts the southern 
educational movement is trying to deal. 
A very earnest effort is making to se- 
cure local taxation for schools. The 
system is little known or understood in 
the south, and the first aim of the south- 


ern men of the education board is to in- } 


form and iarouse the public opinion of 
the country districts in this direction. 
The second fact—the lack of teachers—is 
even more immediately important. If, 
there were available at this moment fifty 
millions of dollars for the employment 
of teachers in the rural schools in the 
south it could not effectively be expended. 
The first thing to be done,'therefore, ac- 
cording to the testimony of all the south: 
ern educators, is the teaching of southern 
teachers. This cannot be rapidly or 
easily done. It is a matter of time and 
of steady, intelligent, systematic work, 
and such work is being planned and put 
into operation. It has the growing sym- 
pathy and active cooperation of men 
of influence tn public and business and 
professional life in the south. It has, 
what is still more valuable, the earnest 
support of a very large number of intel- 
ligent women in the south. 


Waning Moonshine. 

According to facts and. statistics 
presented in a public document re- 
cently fssued by the internal revenue 
department, the moonshiner is either 
less numerous or more elusive than 
ever before. The department. holds to 
the former view. 

In the case of Georgia, which in 
former days did her full part in the 
distillation of “mountain dew,” the 
decline of the illicit industry is said 
to be very marked. 

According to the last report of 
United States District Attorney An- 
gier, which is embodied in the pamph- 
let in question, this decrease is shown 
in the number of cases reported, being 
about one hundred less than last year. 
The report of the district attorney 
shows that there were 778 criminal 
cases and 123 civil cases disposed of 
during the fiscal year. The previous 
year. there were about 900 criminal 
cases. Of the criminal cases tried 
there were 488 convictions and 112 
acquittals. Respecting the civil cases, 
the report shows 33 determined in 
favor of the government. There are 
still pending in the Atlanta federal 
cgurt 136 civil cases in which the 
government is interested, and 800 
criminal cases. During the year Judge 
Newman imposed fines amounting to 
$23,661. 

Not only is it stated that fewer 
blockade stills are operated than pre- 
viously, but the operators are said to 
bé less formidable to cope with by the 
revenue officers.

=| PEACH YIELDS MORE ‘MONE Y 


THAN. GE ORGIA CO TTON CROP 


——

HE peach industry in Georgia is as- 
suming’ enormous proportions and 
the returns from this crop is bring- 
ing into the state annually more moncy 
than the cotton crop. Despite loss from 
frost, injury to the trees by the San 
Jose scale and the Gastructive effects of 
the brown rot ang curculio, this fall and 
winter will see thousands of acres more 
added to the already enormous area de- 
vot to this fruit in Georgia. 

It. was quite natural, therefore, that a 
large part of the attention of the State 
Horticultural Society, which met recently 
at Macon, should be devoted: to this crop 
and a brief summary of the principa. 
points brought out at’ that ‘meeting will 
doubtless be of interest to the readers of 
this paper. . 

The report of "Professor W. M. Scott, 
state etymologist, who had conducted a 
series of careful experiments on several 
large orchards, showed that less than 1 
per cent of the San Jose scale had sur- 
vivea) where the trees were properly 
sprayed during the winter with 20 per 
cent kerosene or crude oil. T 
sene was applied either in’ mechanical 
mixture with water or in emulsion with 
soap. He had also found that spraying 
the. trees with crude potash, using 3 
pounds of potash to 10 gallons of water, 
was very effective, but it cut the hose 
badly ang was therefore difficult to man- 
age. 

The testimony with regard to the treat- 
ment of the brown rot was a little con- 
fusing, in that very little of it had ap- 
peared on the orchards this year, whether 
they were sprayed or not. Spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture was recommended for 
this fungus disease and where thoroughly 
done it had been found quite effective in 
preventing the rot. Major G. M. Ryals, a 
large grower near Savannah, said he was 
satisfied from his experience that the 
brown rot could be controlled with Bor- 
deaux. He had sprayed his orchard thor- 
oughly four times and where he sprayed 
he saved his peaches, but on a«few trees 
not sprayed the peaches al} rotted. 

For the curculio, jarring the trees in 
the early morning and catching the 
weevils on sheets underneath had been 
found the most efficient remedy. 

The question of fertilization was also

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discussed at length. This was a most 
important subject, as it-not only affected 
the growth of the tree and its ability to 
produce fruit, but Aad also a bearing On 
that fungus disease, the brown rot. 

It was generally agreed that the peach 
needed little ‘or no njtrogen other than 
would be available by tillage, ang added 
to the soil by the growing of leguminous 
crops, such as the cow pea; also thatajt 
required a very large amount of potash.- 

It was reported that Mr. Hale, one of 
Georgia's largest and most succesaful 
peach growers, used as high as 10 per 
cent of potash in his fertilizer for 
peaches, his formula running about 10 per 
cent potash, 8 per cent phosphoric acid 
and 2 per cent nitrogen. He used this fer- 
tilizer very liberally, especially on his old 
bearing trees, applying as high as 1,000 
pounds per acre broadcast. 

Another formula recommended was 
potash 8 per cent, phosphoric acid 8 per 
cent, ammonia 3 per cent. The amount 
recommended to be applied per tree was 
from 1 to 5 pounds, acording to age and 
size. It developed furthermore that no 
formula should be depended on to give the 
best results on all soils and that each 
grower should experiment for himself lo 
determine the needs of his trees on his 
land, as soils differed very widely in the 
availability of the plant. food they con- 
tained. An excess of nitrogen, however, 
should be guarded against, as it tended 
ta produce too rank a growth of foliage. 
thereby encouraging the ravages of the 
brown rot. 

The peach tree, and especially the peach 
stones, contain a very large per cent of 
potash. In -the case of the stones, the 
potash amounts to twice as much as the 
phosphoric acid. and about five times as 
much as the nitrogen it contains. It is 
therefore very evident that where a crop 
of peaches is borne every year a Very 
large amount of available potash is need- 
ed to produce good fruit. Also, that of? 
years when the trees fail to produce any 
fruit at all may be traceable to a de- 
ficiency in the supply of available potash. 

The question of the fertiNization of the 
peach is deserving of close study on the 
part of the grower and bids fair to give 
greater results than any other line of ex- 
perimentation in the orchard. 


AMERICANIZATION OF GREEN ISLE 
TO DEVELOP POLITICAL RESULTS 


Special Correspondence. 

London, August 18.—Another step -has 
been faken toward the Americanization of 
Ireland—a process that seems likely to 


}develop important political results if it 


keeps on at the present rate. The latest 
move purports to be philanthropic. Its 
object is to restore the woolen industry 
of Ireland to fts old-time activity. To 
this end Thomas D. Smith, an Illinois 
capitalist, who came originally from Scot- 
hand, asked representative men of Gal- 
way to meet him in Dublin a few days 
ago. He told them he would put up 
$50,000 for 'a woolen mill at Tuam if they 
would supply the site. He is reported to 
have said that he difn’t want any re- 
desiring merely to 
have the enterprise caver expenses. If 
this undertaking succeeded, he was pre- 
pared to aid in the devlopment of other 
resources in the provirieés'of Connaught. 
The district councif ané the county coun- 
cil, local tradesmen and: clergvmen have 
the matter in hand, and it is said that 
by the time Mr. Smith, who is now on 
the océan, reaches home Tuam will be 
ready to accept his offer, and that ground 
can be broken for the mills by the first 
of next year. 

The town had a population of 8,000 ahout 
thirty years ago, but emigration to Amer- 
ica has left only 3,000 there now. It 
was selected as the scene of operations 
because it is so conveniently situated for

ricultural district 14 miles from the city 
of Galway, whose harbor has been wide- 
ly discussed lately as a favorable port for 
the reception of the largest of trans-At- 
lantic steamers.

He thinks there would be a big market 
for the goods fn America. 

According to my informant, Mr. Smith’s 
hobby for sometime has been the idea of 
finding a method to prevent the rapid de- 
population of Ireland. He has been 
getting facts for some years, and the 
present offer is the first outcome of his 
studies. 

The Donegal quarries, which lately p3ss- 
ed into American hands, are some 60 miles 
from Tuam. As a result of their opera- 
tions the first load of fresh meat to be 
landed in Ireland was brought in recently, 
thanks to arrangements for giving the 
ship a return load of Donegal granite.

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CONDITIONS IN UNITED STATES 
‘ARE PICTURED BY DECADES 


Washington, August. 29.—(Special.)—A 
moving picture of conditions in the 
United States at decennigl intervals from 
1800 to 1850, and annually from 1850 to 
1902, is presented in a monograph just 
issued by the treasury bureau of statis- 
tics, entitled ‘‘Progress of the United 
States in Its Material Industries.”’ This 
monograph consists of a series of tables 
showing area, population, wealth, debt, 
money in circulation,..banks and bank 
clearings and depositors; farms and farm 
values, manufactures and their value, 
revenues, €xpendituges, imports, exports, 
railways and their busfness, the shipping 
industry and many other features of na- 
tional development in the census years 
from -1800 to 1850 and annuatly from 1850 
to 1902. 

The figures presented, regarding more 
than 100 subjects, show an interesting 
and in Many cases a phenomenal growth 
in the industries, finarices, production 
and transportation of the country. The 
area has grown from 827,844 square miles 
in 1800 to 3,025,600 square miles in 1902, ex- 
clusive of Alaska and the islands belong- 
ing to the United States. The population 
per square mile, which was 3.6 .in 1810, 
was 26.1 in 1902, notwithstanding the great 
increase in area meantime. The total 
wealth has grown from _ $7,000,000,000 in 
1850 to an estimated $94,000,000,000 in. 1900, 
and the per capita wealth from $07 in 
1850 to $1,235 in 1900. In no feature has 
there been greater fluctuation perhaps 
than in the public debt and interest 
charge. In 1806 the public debt was $15 
per capita; in 1840 tt had fallen to 21 
cents per capita; in 1852 it was $2.67 per 
capita; in 1861, before the beginning of

the war, $2.74, and then mounted rapidly 
until it became $76.98 per capita in 1865, 
gradually falling again after the war to 
$35.27 in 1880, $14.22 in 1890, $12.64 in 1893, 
$13.60 in 1896 and $12.97 in 1902. The money 
in circulation amounted to $13.85 per cap- 
ita in 1860, touched $20.57 during the pe- 
riod of paper currency near the close of 
the war, but again fell below the $20 
mark until 1881, when it reached $21.71 
per capita. By 1892 it had reached $24.60 
per capita; in 1896 it was $21.44; in 1900, 
$26.93, and in 1902, $28.40 per capita, the 
highest point that it has ever reached. 
Deposits in savings banks amounted to 
$1,138,576 in 1820, $6,973,304 in 1830, $43,431,130 
in 1850, $149,277,504 in 4860, $549,874,358 in 
1870, $819,106,793 in 1880, $1,524,844,506 in 18990. 
$1,810,597,023 in 1895, and $2,597,004.580 in 
1901. In the meantime the individual de- 
posits in national banks had grown from 
$500,910,873 in 1865 to $3,111,690,196 in 1902. 
The cause of these financial conditions 
above noted—the increase of currency 
etc.—is found in other 
tables showing the development of farms, 
manufactures and of the various indus- 
tries. The number of farms increased 
from 1,449,073 in 1850 to 5,739,657 in 1900; 
the value of farms and farm property 
from $4,000,000,000 in 1850 to $20,000,000,000 
in 1900, and the value of their product, 
which was not measured until 1870, grew 
from $1,958,000,000 in that year to $3,764, - 
000,000 in 1900. The value of farm ant- 
mals increased from $544,000,000 in 1850 to 
$2,981,000,000 in 1900. The value of the 
product of the manufacturing industries 
grew from $1,000,000,000 in 1850 to $13,000,-

Asheville, N. C., August 29.—(Special.)— 
Consul eakerel Gudger, who is at his 
home here on a vacation, talks interest- 
ingly of the war in Panama. A Constitu- 
tion representative interviewed him to- 
day. Mr.. Gudger said: 

“I left Panama on the 19th instant, 
having remained on the isthmus for three 
mcnths to await events, but at the end of 
which time the conditions there were 
about the same as they had been all along 
during that period. The Revolutionists 
constitute about one-half of the depart- 
ment of Panama, while the government 
occupies the remainder. Trouble of a se- 
ricus character is anticipated in the near 
future, though it may be some time yet 
before it occurs, and again it may not Oc- 
cur at all. 

“I came homé under my leave of ab- 
sence with the expectation of returning 
t> Panama at once should there be in 


my judgment and necessity for such 2. 


course or should the department of state 
think it best for me to return. It 18 
very difficult even at Panama to get any- 
thing which will indicate the movements 
of either side. During the entire past year 
we have had a great deal of trouble, to- 
gether with a corresponding amount of 
fighting in the vicinity of Panama and 
Colon. I passed myself on the railroad 
down the line of the revolutionists, while 
they occupied that portion of the terri- 
tory, for three miles, when the guns, were 
pointed at the trains, the soldiers being 
some 30 or 40 yards from the railroad 
track, and at intervals along the line. 
They also held up the train within that 
distance three or four times and searched 
it. This was on Sunday. I returned to 
Panama at 11-o'clock that day, recom- 
mended the landing of the United States 
marines to take charge of the railway 
property, and at 4 o’clock that same af- 
ternoon i50 soldiers were in Panama and 
Colcen. On the next morning at 9 o'clock 
they started an armored car runnig in 
front of the engine, with a rapiddiring 
gun and 200 United States marines, with 
the Unifed States flag at the mast-head, 
and cleared the track at once of all armed 
force, both government and revolution- 
ists. By an agreement between the com- 
mander of these marines, Captain Perry. 
the governor of Panama, and the revo- 
lutionists, general fighting was permitted 
on the line provided that when any train 
approached and blew the whistle, firing, 
on both sides, should cease at once until 
the train had cleared the firing line. This 
agreement was kept by both parties and a 
number of trains passed through safely. 
I passed myself on some of these trains, 
and the sight of the dead, the wounded, 
and the dying was a most horrible spec- 
tac!e. , | j 

“Finally the government won the victo- 
ry, peace was resfored, and the United 
States marines returned to their ships in 
the bay. They were in charge of the 
raftlway property and the running of 
trains for ten days. During all this time, 
there was not a single drunken United 
States marine, nor was there a single act 
on their part complained of by either of 
the contesting parties. This speaks well 
for our navy, the praise due to which I 
could not exaggerate. The present revo- 
lutionists on the isthmus are an entirely 
different set of men, and perhaps the same 
thing will have to be gone through again. 

‘Yes, I have been splendidly treated by 
everybody there; I have been among the 
soldiers on both sides, frequently foing 
and coming at will, and I have never yet 
been offered any incivility. I have made 
during the past year three trips out on a 
man of war to look into conditions in the 
interior and coast, and found there, 
az I have found in Panama, that Amert- 
cans and foreigers generally have been 
respected in their rights and in their 
piens. 

“When do you think the war will end?” 
he was asked. 

“This. T cannot say,’’ Mr. Gudger re- 
plied. ‘“‘We hope that it will be very 
scon, but have been disappointed so many 
times that it is only hope against hope. 
The present governor 1s a splendid man, 
surrounded’ by courteous officials, a num- 
ber of whom are my personal friends. I 
don’t know the conditions in other parts 
of the republic, but my opinion is that 
it is about pacified.”’ 

When questioned as to the Panama ca- 
nal, he said: 

“Certainly Panama !s a proper and nat- 
ural place for a canal. The people there 
are for it, and it can be built there mill- 
ions of dollars cheaper than anywhere 
else on the isthmus. 

“If you will excuse a personal refer- 
er.ce to myself,”’ said Mr. Gudger, “I 
wil say that the governor wrote me be- 
fore leaving Panama a most flattering 
letter expressiny full confidence in me as 
representative of tNe United States, and 
a wish for my speedy return to the isth- 
mus. In New York I received a cable 
from my son at Panama, dated the 26th 
instant, in which he stated that the con- 
ditions had not changed since I left. The 
cable company gives me free access to 
their line, and I will be notified at once 
of any changes in the conditions if such 


should occur.’

submit they have a property right in 
“their good names. The granting of the 
prtition, it is claimed, would cause great 
ecnfusion in the delivéry of mall, in busi- 
ness transactions, and espectally in court 
records. The omitting of the letter’ C, 
it is claimed, would make little difference 


in the general name. 

As a further objection, it is alleged 
that the Hirsovitz's are living under an 
assumed name; that their application ad- 
mits this. Their petition states that they 
were born in Fredrichstadt, Sooriand, 
In the emgire of Russia, their names 
while living there being Jacob and Louis 
Babin. They state that they ran away 
from Russia to avoid miltary service, 
and that on arrival in the United States 
adopted their mother’s maiden name, 
Hirsovitz. The petitioners claim that 
they have been residents of Georgia and 
Fulton county for more than ten years, 
and that they have been maturalized 
more than five years. 

The petition of the applicants was filed 
by Attorney Morris Macks and the objec- 
tion was filed by Attorneys Westmore- 
land Bros.

If the rumored merging of the Southern, 
Seaboard Air Line and Louisville and 
Nashville reaches a stage where a ful- 
fillment seems probable, Governor Cand- 
ler will take a hand in the matter and 
use such measures as may be in the pow- 
er of the state to prevent it so far as 
Georgia is concerned. 

He stated yesterday that he had read 
the accounts of the mergér, and con- 
sidered it clearly fllegal and opposed to 
the cons#@itional haw of the state. 

“In the case of the Southern and Sea- 
board,” said Governor Candler, ‘‘the law 
would be perfectly pbain, I think. They 
are clearly competitors, and a merger or 
ecnsolidation would mean a lessening of 
competition, which the constitution ex- 
ipressly forbids, Just what constitutes 
competition is, according to the decision 
handed down from the supreme court of 
the state, somewhit of an open question, 
but I do not see how, from a ecommon- 
sense point of view, anyone could justly 
claim that the Southern and Seaboard 
were ‘anything other than competitors in 
this state. Anybody knows that they 


| have fought each other hard in the mat- 


ter of freight rates. If they are not com- 
petitors, I don’t know what you could 
call them. 

Conference To Be Held. 

“T intend to lay the matter before 
Attorney General Wright tomorrow and 
have him look up the law on the subject 
with a view to taking such steps as fu- 


ture developments may show are needed. 
My theory has always been that it Is 
best to first catch the thief and then ap- 
ply the punishment. TF don’t know yet 
what the two roads intend or may at- 
tempt to do. I suppose the only way to 
proceed against the roads in the advent 
of pending consolidation would be through 
an injunction. Both roads are operative | 
under charters received in other states, 
and it would not be possible to proceed 
against them on the grounds of forfeiting 
charter rights.’’ ‘

The significant part of 
the circular ig as follows: 


“The events of the past eighteen months 
in connection with railroad properties 
have revealed the danger to which cor- 
porate properties are exposed, of the con- 
trol of their stock being bought up in 
the market by purchasers not identified 
with the property or permanently inter- 
ested in its development and improve- 
ment. Therefore, we do not hesitate to 
state that, in our opinion, it is decidedly 
for the interests of the stockholders of 
the Southern railway to protect their 
property by an extension of the voting 
trust unti] negotiations now pending for | 
the further development and strengthen- 
ing of its line ‘shall be settled beyond 
any risk of being overturned, and until 
the completion of other negotiations now 
pending in relation to the transporta- 
tion in the southern states which have 
an important bearing upon the {interests 
of the Southern Rafllway Company.” 

The last five lines of the foregoing have 
been taken to have a direct bearing on 
the merger of the Southern and the Sea- 


board.

FOOTBALL RULES CHANGED. 


Minor Alterations Made by Rules 
Committee in Method of Play- 
ing the Game. 

Changes in the football rules for the 
coming season are included in the Spald- 
ing Guide, which has just been issued. 
The majority of the alterations are to- 
ward milder penalties for the various 
offenses, the one radical change being 
the rule which requires a change of goals 
after each touchdown or goal from 
field. This rule is an attempt to equalize 
conditions of wind and sun for the op- 
posing teams by making shorter terms 
of possession of the favorable goal by one 

eleven. 

Instead of losing the ball, if the snap- 
per-back is offside, the side is penalize? 
5 yards, and for holding the penalty is 
put at 5 instead of 10 yards. Unlawful 
tackling, etc., means a loss of 5 yards, 
unless the offending side has the ball, in 
which case it loses it. If a foul is com- 
mitted which, in the opinion of the ref- 
ereé, does not affect the play, the offend- 
ed side may decline the penalty, but if a 
run is made from the play, not more than 
25 yards from the spot where the foul 
was committed shall be allowed.

COUNCILMEN WERE ON BENCH 


City Health Officer Kennedy Assert- 
ed That the Milk in Each Case 
Was Clearly tie Standard 
Set by the City 
Laws. 


Because two adulterated milk cases had 
been dismissed by members of council 
who. were serving in the recorder's place, 
Mayor Mims declared, during the. meet- 
ing of the board of health yesterday af- 
ternoon, that he sincerely trusted Judge 
Broytes would soon return. 

He. asserted that the matter of prevent- 
ing impure or watered milk being sold in 
Atlanta was important and hoped the city 
health officer would not relax his cus- 
tomary vigilance, even if the alleged 
guilty parties were not punished. 

While the board was in session the 
health officer’s report for the month was 
read. Reference was made to .the two 
arrests and to explain about them Dr. 
Kennedy addressed the board. He said 
cases had been made out against two 
dairymen who, he declared, had been 
caught selling adulterated milk. When 
the men were brought into the recorder's 
court the members of council presiding 
had dismissed the cases. 

He said the milk was clearly below the 
standard required by law and he thought 
the city would be better protected if wie 
dairymen had been punished. Dr. Ken- 
nedy said he thought if Recorder Broyles 
had been on the bench the men would 
have had to pay fines, as the recorder 
had heretofore been very strict in cases 
of that character. 

It was then that the mayor made his 
statement. Every year the recorder is 
given a vacation and during his absence 
members of council preside at the re- 
corder’s court. Among those who have 
been acting recorder this summer are 
Councilman Glass, Councilman Styron, 
Councilman Hill, Councilman Harwell, 
Councilman ‘*Vinn, Alderman LaHatte, 
Councilman Key, Councilman Warren, 
Alderman Johnson, Councilman Lewis

Heavy Deficiency in Rainfall Was 
Recorded.

Nearly the Whole of Texas and a 
Large Number of the East

No Rainfall. 


COOLER THE PACIFIC 


The climate and crop bulletin of the 
United States agricultural department for 
the week ending Tuesday, August 25, is 


n~ 


as follows: * 

The week ending at 8 a. m. August 25 
was warmer than usual in the southern 
states amd over the eastern Rocky moun- 
tain slope, upper Missotri valley and the 
eastern portion of the southern plateau 
region, being decidedly warm over the in- 
terior portions of the gulf states and 
southeastern Rocky mountain’ slope, 
where the average daily temperature ex- 
cess ranged from 6 degrees to 8 degrees 
per day. The week was cooler than usual 
over the greater part of the Pacific coast 
andl plateau regions. and from the lower 
Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys 
eastward to the Atlantic coast. The de- 
ficiency in temperature ranged from 3 
degrees to 5 degrees per day over the in- 
terior portions’ of California, eastern 
Washington, and over the greater part of 
the lake region and New Engiand, includ- 
ing portions of the @nlo and upper Mis- 
eissippi valleys. 

As in the previous week, the maximum 
temperatures were iower than usual] over 
the northern districts east of the Rocky 
mountains, but were higher than usual in 
the east guif states, where they rariged 
from 98 degrees to 102 degrees, the maxi- 
mum records for the last decade of Au- 
gust being exceeded by 1 degree to 6 de- 
grees at numerous stations from the Zlst 
to the 24th. Temperatures exceeding 100 
also occurred in southern Kansas, 104 be- 
ing reported from Dodge, which equals 
the maximum record for the last decade 
Oi August for that Station. 

Minimum temperatures below 560 degrees 
occurred in the extreme northern dis- 
tricts. and over the midc™ and northern 
Rocky mountain districts; they ranged 
from 50 degrees to 60 degrees over the 
greater part of the central valleys and 
Middle Atlantic coast states; from 60 de- 
grees to 7 degrees over the northern por- 
lions of the southern states; and were 
above 70 degrees in the gulf states. 

Nearly the whole of ‘l'exas and a large 
part ot the central and east gulf dis- 
irictS received no appreciable rainfall 
during the week ending August 25. There 
Was aiso a general absence of rain over a 
considerable part of the Middle Atlantic 
States, and less than the average over 
most of the lake region and New Eng- 
land. Generally throughout the Missouri 


and in the central Mississippi and lower, 


Ohio 
average, 


valleys. the rainfall exceeded the 
being excessively heavy in the 
eastern portions of NebraskaN\and Kansas, 
where amounts ranging from 2 to 8 inches 
were reported. Little or no rain sell in 
the Rocky mountain and Pacific coast 
districts, with the exception of the south- 
ern plateau region, where there was more 
than the average. 

The seasonal precipitation from March 
1 to August 25 (178 days) is decidedly de- 
ficient from the Ohio river southward to 
the guif and south Atlantic coasts and, 
also, in the lower Mississippi valley and 
over southern Texas, while portions of 
the central Missouri valley, upper lake 
region and Middle Atlantic states have 
received less than the average. ‘The most 
marked deficiency in the seasonal precipi- 
tation is shown in seuthern Texas, ¢s 
central gulf states and on the middle At- 
lantic coast, where considerably less than 
75 per cent. of the average amount has 
fallen, portions of sgatheastern ‘lennes- 
see, northeastern Alabama and north- 
western Georgia and extreme southern 
Texas havin received less than 50 per 
cent. From nortmern ‘Texas northward 
to Nebraska and’ Trom the upper Missis- 
sippi and lower Missouri -vallers eastward 
to the tower lake region the seasonal rain- 
fall exceeds the average, a large part of 
these districts having revceived from 25 
to 50 per cent more than the seasonal av- 
erage. The greater part of New England. 
the north Pacific coast. and. portions of 
the southern California coast have re- 
ceived more than the seasonal average.

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tery at the strike centers, but reports from 
all other sections indicate unusually prompt 
revival after the summer vacation season with 
exceptionally large operations among dealers 
in the agricultural regions. Notwithstanding 
some bad weather, large crops are now prac- 
tically assured. Manufacturing plants ars 
fully occupied as a rwe, the least gratifying 
reports coming from furnaces that carnot se- 
cure coke owing to railway blockades. The 
transportation problem is becoming serious, as 
the factor of crop moving is about to be 
added, and, moreover, much coal must be 
moved by rail that usually goes to consumers 
by lake and canal. 

‘Iron furnaces are suspending production be- 
cause coke cannot be secured, and it is evident 
that the rate of output at the opening of the 
next month will show a serious loss. The 
scarcity of fuel was expected at the few 
plants using anthracite coal, but has come as 
a shock to the coke furnaces, for the Con- 
nelisville ovens have steadily maintained a 
weekly production of 250.000 tons. Inade- 
quate railway facilities are responsible, and 
the situation is critical. As the stocks of 
pig iron were very low at the opening of 
August, consumers are in an embarrassing po- 
sition, and there is a.growing disposition to 
refuse contracts. Imports are increasing and 
humerous plans are reported whereby the fin- 
ished product may be exported in order to 
secure the tariff drawback. These opera- 
tions promise no relief to domestic consum- 
ers, and the railways are especially anxioug 
for supplies. 

‘The dry goods jobbing trade reports a lib- 
eral distribution, and supplies are only mod- 
erate in the primary market. Changed condi- 
tions in the raw material have accelerated 
inquiries for cottcn goods, buyers seeking 
figures on forward contracts and placing a 
fair amount of orders. 

“Slightly less activity is seen in men's wear 
woolen and worsted fabrics, but fancy wors: 
teds are in better demand. 

“At last footwear makers have been able 
to secure a moderate advance in prices in 
response to the recent sharp fise in materials 
Jotbers are no longer disposed to wait, but 
place orders freely. Retailers are also presse 
ing jobbers for immediate deliveries. 

‘“‘Deterioration in the exceptionally brilliant 
early outlook fot cotton gave speculators an 
opportunity to advance options nearly $5 a 
bale, and dealings were heavy. Spot cotton 
was less sharply advanced, although a firm 
tone developed.
